Every wharf In the 
city has four to ten feet of water oVer it, 
and the Bcston steamer will have to land 
her passengers and freight through a 
stable which sets well op Into the st'reet. 
All the cotl sheds are under water. 
The 


water Is now up to the eaves of the freight 
and passe rger station of the Kcnnebec & 
Boston SUamship Co. A big boom must 
have givei: away up the river, for an Im- 
mense number of logs and large quantities 
of pulp wood are floating out to sea. At 
9 o'clock the water had reached the base- 
ment of the new post office building and 
was still rising.
